DiKuuion  of  thr  St.  Lawrence  seaway 
and  power  project  tn  the  American  Senate 
will  be  followed  in  this  country  with  in- 
terest. Whatever  iu  political  significance, 
and  as  the  idea  of  two  governments  some  is 
attached,  the  suggestion  in  itself  is  an  in- 
genious one  II  deepsea  navigation  were  car- 
ried up  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  into  the 
Great  Lakes  system  to  serve  both  borders, 
that  would  bring  the  ocean  to  vast  stretches 
of  territory  which  are  now  inland.  The 
eionomic  purpose  of  that  is  self -explcnatory. 

The  idea  has  been  much  talked  of  in  recent 
times.  With  it  more  latterly  has  been  coupled 
the  opportunities  for  power  development  in- 
volved in  the  plan.  1 here  is  the  big  clement 
of  cost.  bKause  obviously  such  an  under- 
taking would  be  a very  great  one.  While 
the  proposal  is  going  belure  Congress  ax  a 
self-liquidating  one.  a gocxl  many  years  and 
a good  many  dollars  would  go  into  that  pro- 
cess. Finally  there  are  the  internaitonal  fea- 
tures of  the  Khrmr  as  they  concern  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  and  thr  world  at 
large 

Vk’aterwayi  have  been  of  some  consequence 
in  the  development  of  world  trade.  Many 
books  have  been  written  to  point  the  results 
which  followed  construction  of  the  Suez  and 
Panama  canals.  In  the  St.  Lawrence  River 
this  continent  has  a great  natural  waterway, 
extended  already  by  its  system  of  Itxks  into 
the  Great  I akes  region.  The  deepening  of 
auvh  a system  to  handle  deepsea  tonnage 
would  have  a profound  effect  on  Canada 
and  the  United  States  I'lie  seaway 
plan  Has  long  been  interesting  ol  itself  from 
engineering,  economic  and  other  aspects. 
How  much  of  the  plan  is  practual  now.  and 
how  its  costs  would  be  divided,  are  questions 
which  the  pre.sent  discussions  wdl  evoke 

orM  Air  Route 

Inauguration  this  week  of  a thno - weekly 
air  vsrvtcc  between  United  States  points  and 
the  Orient  via  Edmonton  gives  visible  expres- 
sion to  the  more  practical  knowledge  of  geog- 
raphy chat  aviation  is  bringing.  Although 
the  Northwest  Airlines,  sponsors  of  the 
schedule,  will  not  he  able  to  accept  Canadian 
traffic  under  present  international  rules. 
Edmonton  will  be  a servicing  point  for  ihetr 
machines  in  flight.  Canada’’  northern 
metropolis  has  long  dreamed  of  its  future  in 
the  atr  Here  is  one  sign  that  it  is  coming, 
and  that  Canada  herself  will  be  an  integral 
part  of  some  world  air  rdutes 

When  there  is  a freer  world  to  fly  in. 
world  air  travel  will  pick  up.  T he  mam 
routes  will  most  likely  originate  and  ter- 
minate at  mam  world  capitals,  or  chief  centres 
of  population.  They  will  be  comparahvely 
few  in  number,  and  will  offer  what  ii  about 
the  shortest  practical  distance  betw*een  point 
and  point.  Such  routes  will  he  much  shnrier 
than  the  present-day  sea  distances,  and  living 
on  them  will  be  without  the  discomfort  of 
seasickness.  The  cost  of  flying  will  come 
down  as  larger  planrs  and  more  scheduled 
services  come  into  existence,  with  payloads 

Here  u a field  in  which  the  transport  pilots 
of  the  world  have  been  operating  for  a long 
time.  During  the  period  of  the  World  War 
continents  and  oceani  were  being  crossed 
regularly  by  air  in  spite  of  enemy  action.  I be 
ground  stops  and  netways  of  air  aids  were 
being  developed,  and  a great  deal  learned  of 
actual  flying  weather  the  world  around.  That 
knowletjge  and  that  experience  will  come  into 
their  own  now.  with  benefit  to  mankind. 

It  still  requires  tome  effort  of  (be  imagi- 
nation to  reflect  that  Edmonton  is  on  the 
way  to  the  Orient,  in  one  sense  on  the  short- 
est route  there.  Proof  that  it  ii.  however,  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  thrice-weekly  service  now 
commencing,  with  the  Canadian  city  as  one 
of  its  mam  servicing  points.  May  success 
attend  the  route  that  is  being  pioneered  for 
peace

CompiilMiry  Saviii^n 

I hr  Minister  of  Finance  was  not  encour- 
aging when  he  talked  about  repayment  of  the 
compulsory  savings  deducted  from  taxpayers' 
incomes  tn  the  years  1942,  1943  and  1944. 
The  public  bad  hoped  it  would  have  been 
found  possible  for  the  return  of  these  moneys 
to  be  effected  in  the  near  future.  After  all. 
it  11  now  five  years  since  the  first  deduction 
was  made,  and  the  war  is  long  since  over. 
The  most  that  is  promised  is  that  a start  will 
be  made  next  year,  but  only  with  the  1942 
repayments.  The  Revenue  Department 
should  be  able  to  do  better  than  this. 

The  return  of  millions  in  compulsory 
deductions  is  admittedly  a major  piece  of 
bookkeeping  and  mailing,  but  that  in  itself  is 
no  vslid  reason  for  undue  delay  in  dealing 
with  the  matter.  The  collection  of  these 
amounts  was  also  a major  task,  and  it  was 
handled  with  a celerity  the  public  would  like 
to  see  repeated  in  connection  with  the  re- 
funds It  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  first 
repayment  in.stalment  on  a trial  and  error 
basts,  as  the  minister  says,  because  of  changed 
addresses  but  postponement  until  1949  of 
the  balance  will  only  exaggerate  this  state  ol 
affairs. 

Nor  IS  there  any  good  reason  why  refunds 
should  be  made  only  to  individuals  who  have 
filed  income  tax  returns.  There  were  no  ifs 
about  the  forced  collection;  there  should  be 
no  strings  to  the  refunds.  The  Revenue  De- 
partment has  on  file  the  names  and  addresses 
of  those  to  whom  it  sent  statements  acknowl- 
edging the  debt  owing  on  account  of  com- 
pulsory savings.  This  should  be  sufficient 
information  to  warrant  automatic  repay- 
ment to  the  same  source  With  the  shift- 
ing of  population  that  has  taken  place  in 
recent  years  (here  is  bound  to  be  a degree  ol 
uncertainty  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  some 
taxpayers,  but  this  need  not  be  magnified 
into  an  excuse  for  prolonged  delay.

This  unique  phraseology  Is  a re- 
minder that  belT4t  accused  of  lying 
long  has  been  regarded  as  a special 
sort  of  challenge,  even  by  men  who 
might  uke  with  equar'niiy  other 
fliargee  or  arcuaatlona  really  no  leas 
derogatory  tn  their  implications. 
Perhaps  that  is  why  people  try  to 
gloaa  over  It  diplomatically  ■ Uke 
AtiMtoo  CUurchUl.  in  a speech  In 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Febru* 


ary  33.  I9M,  alluding  to  a Ue  as

The  phrase  "to  give  the  lie  to" 
has  been  attributed  to  the  EUsa- 
bethan  dramatist,  Thomas  Dekker, 
who  used  It  under  “lying"  In  bis 
"Seven  Deadly  Slnnae."  We  And  It, 
however.  In  the  writings  of  Blr  Wal- 
ter Raleigh  who  Is  thought  of  leas 
as  a poet  than  for  hla  navigation 
and  prose,  but  who  left  behind  a 
considerable  amount  of  verse.  This 
Includes  a.  poem  called  ‘The  Lie," 
which  ma.'  printed  In  1008  but  a 
'manuscript  copy  of  which  is  traced 
back  to  1593.  We  quote  from  it: 


"Oo.  Boul.  the  body's  guest. 

Upon  a thankkas  arrant: 

Fear  nnt  to  touch  the  beet. 

Ttie  truUi  shall  be  thy  warrant: 
Oo,  stnoe  1 needs  must  die, 

And  ghee  the  word^tbe  Ue." 

The  phraao  doubtless  gained  some 
currency  In  CDnimon  speech  through 
Ute  following  use  by  the  English  dip- 
lomat, John  Hookham  l^ere.  weU 
known  for  the  prose  and  poetry  he 
wrote  tn  the  late  eighteenth  and 
Into  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  Ue  olicn  wrote  satlrlcaUy 
of  current  character  and  manners.
